From the Federal Union } 

We publish in another an afticle 
from the Savannah on the sub- 
ject of hotting the puclic printing to the low- 
est bidder. e endorse what our Savannah 
contemporary bas said on this subject, and 
we have some suggestions of our own to 
add. 

The experiment has been tried beth at 
Washington City and in Georgia, and in both 
cases it was very far from being successful. 
One great objection to that mode has always 
been found in the fact that persons desirous 
of getting the printing will bid lower than 
any one can afford to do it, and then come 
back to the Legislature to make wp their 
losses ; 20 thatin the end the printing will 
cost more than the usual way. 

Many now in Georgia may remember that 
the printing of Irwin’s Code was let to the 
lowest bidder. We made a close calculation, 
and bid as low as any one could afford to do 
the work. Mr. Seals bid lower, and got the 
job; but the work was delayed a long time, 
and he appealed to the Legislature for more 
pay, and at last the work cort the State 
several thousand dollars more than to have it 
done the usual way. It is a great mistake, if 
any one believes tat in the good old times 
of the Kepublic, the public printer made a 
large orofit. For the last twenty years before 
the Uapital was removed to Atlanta, the 
profits were but moderate, and compositors 
in Miliedgeville never got such prices as is 
reported, except, perhaps, towards the close 
of the war, when they were paid in a depri- 
cated currency. 

The last session before the close of the war 
we done all the printing for the Legislature, 
and about the time we were ready to deliver 
the work, General Wilson took possession of 
Macon, end was every hour expected in Mil- 
ledgeville. The Government was broken up 
and we never received any pay. We, that 
session, literally worked for nothing, advanc- 
ed money to buy material and boarded our- 
wlves. Under the present law, if the pnbiic 
printer does his duty and receives only his le- 
yal pay, his profits will be but moderate, We 
believe it is the cheapest and safest fordhe 
Legislature to clect a public printer.
